fu  this  town  a  fair  amount  of  at¬ 
tention  has  lncn  given  to  all  these 
matters.  The  main  streets  have  been 
graded  and  paved  in  accordance  with 
maps  which  aiT  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Township  Committee.  Monument 
Ktoues  haveJUso  be^n  placed  in  the 
streets  to  mark  the  lines  and  grades. 

So  far  ns  this  lias  b^en  done  it  has  in 
the  main  been  wefi  lion*.  Theie  are 
advantages  in  *io|ng  these  tliiugs 
slowly.  When  bill  one  street  is 
;  raded  at  a  time,  considerable  thought 
it.  given  to  the  fixing  of  the  graile.

I’pon  the  other 
hand,  if  the  whole  problem  of  streets, 
grades,  drainage  and  se  wers  is  turned 
over  to  an  eugineeii  to  be  solved  at 
« nee  b/griule  uiapj  at  *  fixed  price, 
t  here  is  danger  tlult  it  will  l>e  care¬ 
lessly  done.  Many  of  the  problems 
<>f  drainage  will  be  found  not  to  have 
been  solved  at  all,  but  merely  left  for 
future  Town  Committees  to  solve. 

Such  has  been  tbc  case  with  some 
•  f  the  Road  Board's  avenues.  Basins 
have  been  formed  at  the  intersection 
<*f  streets  where  there  is  no  escajie 
for  the  surface  water.  Changes  of 
grade  buve  been  made,  as  at  the  Cen¬ 
tre,  which  have  caused  large  e.pense 
for  lowering  or  mising  adjoining 
streets  and  buildings.  ]
